Because of being on the bench of a sup- , tries over there, and among thousands of 


erior court for a number of years we got 
the habit of always trying to see any caste 
of controversy from both sides, in order 
to be able to render a just decision and it 
has always stuck by us ever since, which 
is a good thing, and needed not only by 
judges but by journalists, and in fact by 
everybody. It is something which all 
should strive to do, and-if this were in 
general practice there would be much less 
bickering and quarreling, wrong doing 
and other sorrowing stunts, 

Now, let us calmly try to look at this 
miserable Bolsheviki business from the 
viewpoint of those implicated. It is bad 
business all the way through. It is _cor- 
rupt, unjust and rotten to the eore, and 


has got to be stamped out. with determin-- 


ation, but there is another viewpoint to 
it, just as there is to every thing élse- 

Let us take Russia as an example, for 
that is where it seemingly originated, and 
is there being put into a oo damnable 
practige. 

Let ‘us all suppose that we have been 
all our. lives. We are 
densely ignorant, ean neither read nor 
write, and have been kept that way on 
purpose by our merciless rulers in order 
that thev eould rnle us the more.

we were taxed of over half we earned or 
what our leased land produced, we were 
whoned off to Siberia and made to work 
in the salt mines, in the bowels of the 
earth, all the rest of our lives, with ball 
and chain upon our limbs and untold pri- 
vations to suffer and endure+-what would 
we think abonf all that? And what would 
we do abont it, finally, after snfferige all 
its degradation generations? What 
would vou do? 
- Mind von. we are supposing we are ig- 
norant Russians. We therefore eannot rea- 
son out what is the correct thing to do. 
There is no law we can appeal to, for the 
law.is all in the hands of our-eppressors. 
We Cannot .appeal to the government: he- 
‘cause all the governinent we have is: by 
the aristocracy, and thev constitute not 
only our government bnt our rulers. and 
our oppressors. What is the solution? 
The more you reason it out from this 
standpoint. the more vou must come to 
the conclusion. that there is (for them) 
only the one solution, and that is brute 
force. Tn their ease there is no other re: 
course. or, rather, there was.none when 
they broke loose and — overthrew their 


for 


ruler’, killed the Czar and miserable gang 


of plundering aristocratic thieves. We he- 
lieve that placed: in that same position, 
undér those’ same circumstances, we 
would have done just exactl* what they 
did---emploved foree, fire, sword and even 
bloody slaughter. None of thast things are 
foo bad for the hellhounds who got it. 
Their throats should have been ent long 
yoars ago. 

But, (and. here js where the* mistake 
comes in, which cannot be exensed only 
on the plea of dense ignorance: as soon 
as they obtained their liberiv thev took it 
ts. mein unbridied license, and the nut- 


_ fing fo death of the royalty and the divi- 


si -n of their wealth wa3 so easy frat they 
continued it, and are yet continuing it, 


- tnrning it into a nightmere of murder, 


plunder, wrong and pillage, upon ‘anvone 
awho ‘has anything, and even among them- 
selves. : 

This latter: must.be stopped by the peo- 
pleq, of civilization who have education 
enough to realize that it is wrong, and the 
United “eougee must help — materially. 


the ignorant classes who have immigrated 
to this country from across the seas such 
wild ideas and dreams have quite a foot- 
hold, also. This must be watched and 
guarded ‘against by our law authorities, 
or we: will-havé much trouble to contend 
with before long. Of course, any such up- 
rising here would very soon be squelched, 
but an ounce of preventative is worth a 
pound of cure. 

Ignorance is ah awful curse- Tgnorance 
has enabled the rich and erafty tc rule 
the world sinee the beginning of time. 
Probably nothing is needed in the world 
at large, aside from immediat need for 
food, a° a compulsary eduéation law such 
as bles sses and enlightens the rising gener- 
ation of our own beloved country.
